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NATIONAL EXPENDITURE AND PROFESSIONAL SERVICES 


HE Select Committee on National Expenditure, 
which produced a few weeks ago a report on 
Army Services,* has continued its good work by pub- 
lishing a new document (the Fifth Report) on Air 
Services,t prepared by the Sub-Committee on Air 
Services. This Sub-Committee have devoted the main 
part of their inquiries to certain special problems, 
which lie at the root of production and expenditure 
alike, a detailed memorandum on which has been 
addressed to the Prime Minister for the consideration 
of the War Cabinet. In stating this, the Sub-Com- 
mittee say that they have been impressed by the vast- 
ness of the organisation into which it is their duty to 
inquire, and add: “ It is not to be wondered at that the 
organisation of the Air Ministry, growing at this rate, 
has shown weaknesses in its structure, or that. those 
responsible for its expansion have made mistakes,” 
though a tribute is paid to the untiring efforts of the 
Air Ministry staff to strengthen and improve their 
organisation. 

The Report in question treats with two cases of 
acquisition of sites : “‘ The one is exceptional, the other 
is quite ordinary, but may reflect. what is going on 
generally.”” The first case concerns a Scottish repair 
depot, adjoining an aerodrome, and the sequence of 
events is described in the Report as follows :— 

Early in 1939 the Air Ministry acquired 160 acres of 
land adjoining this aerodrome for the sum of £26,637. 
The land so acquired was an undrained bog with a covering 
of peat up to a depth of 7 ft. lying upon a bed of clay. 
Though with modern engineering knowledge and appliances 
it would be wrong to say that any site is impossible for the 
erection of a building, it would be difficult throughout the 
length and breadth of this country to find any site which 
was likely to prove more difficult and expensive than the 
site here selected. Work on the site began in March, 1939, 
and in October, 1939, work was abandoned after a sum 
estimated by the contractor at £278,000 had been spent. 
It seems clear to the Sub-Committee that at least £250,000 
has in the result been wasted. In addition to the 
£278,000 a further sum of £160,000 has been spent in 
respect of sheds, drainage and other matters connected 
with the aerodrome site itself. 


The Sub-Committee give the Air Ministry’s reasons 
for the selection of the site, and for the subsequent 
decision to abandon the project, which was due to a 
change of policy. The Sub-Committee accept the 
reason for abandonment, but state that they “ are not 
satisfied that sufficient care was taken before rejecting 
other sites in the immediate neighbourhood. It is, 
they think, to be regretted that the advice of competent 
local people was neither asked for nor obtained. While 
they can well understand the necessity for speedy 
decision, the Sub-Committee are bound to report that 
the financial considerations in the selection of the par- 
ticular site did not receive the close scrutiny to which 
they should have been subjected.” 


The second case relates to an aerodrome in Kent, 
where the Sub-Committee’s investigations of the pur- 
chase of the site for this aerodrome “ brought to light 
the operation of a careless and haphazard system.”

In the case under consideration, a smal] existing 
aerodrome with two adjoining parcels of land were to 
be acquired, the latter comprising in part orchards and 
in part good agricultural land. For the purpose of 
arriving at a preliminary estimate for Treasury purposes, 
there was sent down a Lands Officer of the Air Ministry 
who had never been concerned in the buying, selling or 
the valuing of the types of land under consideration. 
This officer, on being told by the managing director 
that he had already refused an offer of £25,000 to sell 
the aerodrome, at once wrote down £30,000 as his 
estimate and allowed 10 per cent. for contingencies. 
The price officially agreed for the aerodrome and build- 
ings was £17,000. It was negotiated by the same officer, 
who, when asked to explain the process by which he 
arrived at this figure, stated that, before agreeing to 
this figure, ‘‘ he had heard that some junior official in 
the Lands Department of the Air Ministry had been 
informed by some junior official in the employment of 
the local District Valuer of the Inland Revenue that 
agricultural land in the area was worth between £50 
and £70 an acre. He also said that, at the date in 
question, the average cost of preparing agricultural 
land for an aerodrome was £60 an acre, and that he 
arrived at his figure by adding to the value of agricul- 
tural land such average cost, and that he rounded the 
result off to get a settlement.” He asked no questions 
as to the date when the aerodrome had been constructed, 
the actual cost of it to the company, nor as to profits 
and loss. The Report adds: “ The Sub-Committee, 
therefore, desire to emphasise that it would be a wise 
course in cases involving a considerable expenditure of 
public money to retain expert assistance from valuers 
with experience of the district in which such acquisitions 
are to be made.” 

We have dwelt on both these cases at some length, 
because they point a lesson which it ought not to have 
been necessary to learn at this stage—-the lesson that 
proper use must be made in the war effort of the 
reservoir of trained professional and technical services. 
We stress the use of the word “ proper,” because 
experience detailed in the Select Committee’s Reports 
goes to show that either qualified assistance is not 
generally employed or, where it is, that it is used in the 
wrong place, ¢.g., quantity surveyors in charge of camp 
construction and surveyors on land purchase who are 
not familiar with valuation. It would be interesting to 
know, in passing, on whose advice camps construction 
was delegated to quantity surveyors; we cannot but 
believe that those giving that advice have done 
disservice both to Government and to the quantity 
surveyors’ profession. 

The people of this country, who are shouldering the 
financial burden of this war, will require to be reassured 
that expensive mistakes such as have come to light in 
Government construction works are not repeated. 
The clear way to safeguard this possibility in the future 
is, as the Select Committee states, to employ qualified 
men in their proper place, and we hope that this question 
may continue to be raised in the House of Commons 
until a satisfactory assurance from the Government be 
received.

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War Damage to Property. 


Str Kingstey Woop, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, has announced that the Com- 
pensation Board for war damage to pro- 
perty had been appointed as follows :— 
Mr. Justice Simonds (chairman), Mr. 
A. C. Gladstone, Mr. E. Stanley Hall, 
M.A., P.R.I.B.A., Mr. Oswald Healing, 


P.S.I., and Mr. J.’F. Linney, P.A.I., 
F.S.I. The secretary to the Board will 
be Mr. E. R. Copleston, of the Inland 


Revenue Department, Somerset House. 
The terms of reference are as follows :— 
To assess for the purposes of the Govern- 

ment’s scheme of compensation for war 
damage to property the amount of the loss of 
or damage to property within Great Britain 
or Northern Ireland arising as a direct result 
of attack by the enemy from the air or from 
the sea, or from counter-action taken against 
such attack. 

For this purpose ‘“‘ property ’’ means real 
and personal property within Great Britain 
or Northern Ireland, except :— 

(i) Property and goods (ships and cargoes, 
and stocks of commodities sn land) which are 
insurable under the provisions of the War 
Risks Insurance Act, 1939) ; 

(ii) Property belonging to local authorities 
and public utility undertakings; and 

(iii) Money, valuable securities, jewellery, 
or works of art which are not at the date of the 
loss or damage insured specifically against 
loss or damage by fire, burglary or theft under 
a policy of insurance then in force. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
also informed the House of Commons of 
arrangements whereby in certain classes 
of cases those who need to replace essen- 
tial household furniture and personal 
clothing which has been damaged may 
receive advances on account of whatever 
may be payable to them after the war 
under the Government’s general scheme 
of compensation for war damage to 
property. 


Building Labour and War Effort. 


SPEAKING in London on June 5, Mr. 
Ernest Bevin, Minister of Labour, made 
a statement outlining the organisation 
and powers which he considers necessary 
in order to grapple with the man-power 
problem for munitions making. Discuss- 
ing the wide powers entrusted to him 
for the purpose, Mr. Bevin emphasised 
that it was his policy to work through 
the employers’ organisations and the 
trade unions so far as production was 
concerned. 

In the construction industry there were 
as between civil engineering and the 
building trade different wages and differ- 
ent methods of pay and allowances when 
men were away from home. So far as 
Government work was concerned, an 
agreement had been secured by which 
unification had been established with 
proper methods for dealing with the diffi- 
culties, together with a minimum guar- 
antee of 30 hours per week. 

As regards training labour, although 
the Government centres were being ex- 
panded, much must be left to the em- 
loyers themselves. He appealed to 
employers who had shops or works not 
fully occupied to notify the Ministry. 
Mr. Bevin then explained that to estab- 
lish method in the engagement of labour, 
avoid wasteful competition for workers 
and direct man-power most usefully, the 
Government had issued the Undertakings 
(Restriction on Engagement) Order, 1940.

Unemployment in Building. 

Between April 15 and May 20 there was 
a reduction of 91,873 in the number of 
unemployed persons on the registers of 
Employment Exchanges in Great Britain. 
The total of 880,822 for May 20, 1940, was 
611,460 less than the figure for May 15, 
1939. 

The reduction in unemployment applied 
to all areas and to most, of the principal 
industries. It is to be noted that in addi- 
tion to unemployed absorbed into the 
industries engaged on war work there is 
also a steady flow of transfer into those 
industries from less essential industries 
which is not refiected by the reduction in 
the total of unemployment. 

In the building industry there was a 
reduction of unemployment at May 20 of 
16,994, and in public works contracting 
of 7,588. Comparative figures are :—

The names of these firms will not 
be published, but a letter will be sent to 
each firm informing them that they are 
“controlled undertakings.’’ These firms 
will be subject to directions issued by or 
on behalf of the Government Department 
for which they are working, usually the 
Admiralty, the Ministry of Aircraft Pro- 
duction, and Ministry of Supply.

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WAR-TIME BUILDING PRACTICE

20.—SOCIAL SERVICE UNITS FOR EMERGENCY COMMUNITIES. 


7.—A HYGIENE CENTRE 


HE present phase of the war leaves little doubt 

that evacuation measures already undertaken 
will, in the immediate future, be vastly extended. 
Necessarily, much evacuation accommodation will have 
to consist of billets, since it would appear manifestly 
impossible to provide camp accommodation for all the 
mothers and children who are certain to be evacuees if 
the war continues to develop along its present lines. 

Experience based upon the evacuation which took 
place last September has shown very clearly many of 
the inherent disadvantages of the billeting system, if it 
is expected to maintain satisfactorily an emergency 
community for more than a few weeks. 

In countless instances the success of billeting arrange- 
ments may be said to have broken down because, in the 
early stages of the war, it was admittedly difficult for 
the average evacuated person, or the person providing 
billeting accommodation, to realise the vital importance 
of the measure which had brought them into contact. 
Personal psychological factors tended to cause break- 
downs in mutual relationships. With the danger of 
enemy attack becoming more generally realised, per- 
sonalities are unlikely to play such an important part. 

Obviously billeting can never be so successful in 
maintaining the mental and physical health of the 
evacuee as the superior facilities and organisation of 
camp accommodation, but, since billeting is inevitable, 
measures which will help to overcome some of its 
greatest drawbacks should receive support wherever a 
practicable proposition. 


BASIC NEEDS OF EVACUEES. 


The basic needs of an evacuee population are: sleep- 
ing accommodation, sanitary accommodation, food 
supply and facilities for maintenance of morale. 

Sleeping accommodation by billeting seems to be 
necessary on economic grounds ; adequate food supply 
appears to be reasonably within the cooking facilities 
of the rural dwelling ; and as far as morale is concerned 
the provision of relaxation and entertainment seems to 
be primarily a matter for organisation rather than 
amenity. 

The advantages of providing communal kitchens, 
where evacuee mothers can cook for their children, and 
the value of temporary halls for recreation and enter- 
tainment, would of course be considerable, but under 
the circumstances these do not appear to be the most 
urgent necessity. The sanitation facilities of the 
average rural area are, however, in many respects in- 
sufficient even for its resident population, and totally 
inadequate for the extra strain imposed by the addition 
of an evacuee population. 

It is vitally important to the satisfactory maintenance 
of billeted emergency communities that efforts be made 
to provide some. solution to the problem, and the 
immediate provision of simple hygiene centres of an 
elementary type in rural reception areas should receive 
official consideration. The cost of making such pro- 
vision for a large number of evacuees would be infinitely 
less than that of constructing a single evacuation camp, 
and its immediate contribution to the nation’s evacua- 
tion problem considerable. 

Although such a scheme would be an essentially 
temporary one in many instances, the advantages of 
encouraging the use of communal laundry-units in 
rural areas should be borne in mind. The use of com-

munal bath services should not, however, be allowed to 
encourage any lowering of the standards of sanitation 
equipment provided for rural workers. It is, however, 
hardly possible that this standard could be lowered. 


REQUIREMENTS. 


The requirements of a simple unit to provide facilities 
for evacuee mothers to wash and bath their children 
and themselves and to launder their clothes may be 
outlined as follows : 

size:—This will depend upon the density of the 
evacuee population. Obviously, centres would lose 
their value if they were of such size that, in order to 
operate at maximum efficiency, so great an area would 
be necessary as to compel evacuees to travel considerable 
distances. 

SERVICE AREA:—It is not suggested that the unit 
should do more than provide accommodation for each 
mother to wash clothes more than, say, twice a week, 
and bath her children, say, once a day. The service 
provided must not be confused with the provision of 
lavatory accommodation which, in order to be satis- 
factory, must be within a very much shorter. minimum 
distance of dwellings. 

As a general recommendation, a radial service distance 
of a quarter of a mile should be considered an optimum, 
and a half-mile a just permissible maximum. 


WATER suppLy :—A boiler and supply tank installa- 
tion, capable of providing a continuous supply of hot 
water for all purposes operating simultaneously, is the 
essential feature of the scheme. Adequate hot water 
supply is just what is most lacking in many rural 
households. 

ADULT service : Facilities for mothers to launder their 
own and children’s clothes. Bath facilities and 
hygiene accommodation generally. 

CHILD service: Facilities for mothers to wash and 
generally to attend to their children and those in their 
charge. 

ORGANISATION: Carefully worked out organisation 
would be an absolute necessity to avoid waste and to 
make certain that the centre continued to operate at 
maximum capacity. Laundry work and bathing would 
have to be organised in shifts. A resident caretaker 
should not be necessary, but some system of delegating 
responsibility should be worked out. 

PERSONNEL: Generally speaking, mothers and young 
children. The centre, properly organised, could be used. 
to operate for older children of both sexes by arranging 
hours or days much in the same way as public swimming 
baths are organised. 

CONsTRUCTION: Construction, detailing, fittings and 
equipment should be completely standardised. 
Generally speaking, prefabricated systems should be 
employed, but in certain instances local labour and 
materials may be found economically satisfactory. 


GENERAL OUTLINE OF SUITABLE SCHEME. 


The following suggestions for a suitable form of unit 
to meet the above requirements are intended to form a 
practical basis upon which complete schemes could be 
worked out and put into operation at once. In view 
of the urgency of the question, it is proposed to illustrate 
typical working layout drawings, suggestions for fittings 
and equipment, and an outline specification in next 
week’s issue of The Builder. 
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GENERAL SCHEME. 


The key plan illustrated on the facing page indicates 
_@ suitable form of layout. The accommodation pro- 
‘vided is based upon a service area accommodating 
approximately 70 mothers and 300 children. This 
basis is, of course, partly arbitrary, but is estimated as 
far as possible upon a typical rural area thirty miles 
from London, in which billeting accommodation for 
this number of evacuees is provided within a suitable 
radius. 

The main components of the scheme: laundry, 
drying-room, bathroom, lavatory accommodation, and 
boiler-house, arranged as follows :— 

LAUNDRY: This simple unit—see key plan and _ per- 
spective sketch—should allow each mother to have at 
least one full washing-day per week, and leave a margin 
for occasional washing and expansion. 

EQUIPMENT : Three wash tubs or sinks, complete with 
scrubbing boards. 

Let-down tops to cover sinks and boards to form 
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Three shower units for older children or adults. 

One complete bathroom set, consisting of plunge bath, 
lavatory basin and bidet. 

Two footbaths. 

LAVATORY ACCOMMODATION: ‘Three w.c.s are shown 
in this scheme. This number may be reduced to one 
if desired, but some accommodation of this sort should 
be arranged. If the area is particularly badly served, 
more lavatory accommodation should be provided, but 
this can only be reasonably useful if service area is 
relatively compact. 

CLOAKROOM: A small cloakroom and waiting space 
for children is suggested. Extensive waiting space must 
be considered an unnecessary luxury under the circum- 
stances. Large porches may be provided for wet 
weather. 

BOILERROOM: The size and design of the heating. 
installation will depend largely upon the type of fuel to 
be used. The type illustrated suggests the use of solid 
fuel, and for this adequate storage space should be

AMERICAN BUILDING 
INQUIRY 


A Feperat Grand Jury has indicted, at 
Seattle, U.S.A., 29 individuals, nine com- 
panies, two unions and a trade associa- 
tion for conspiracy and anti-trust law vio- 
lations dating back as far as 1936. This 
(states the Christian Science Monitor) is 
part of the Federal Government’s drive 
against the high cost of building. 

The indictments, principally against heat- 
ing, hardwood flooring and sheet-metal build- 
ing construction industries, came as Seattle 
was experiencing the heaviest April building 
in more than a decade. The plumbing in- 
dustry was charged with operating a highiy 
organised control system of prices and tenders 
that. contractors could quote to consumers. 

Contractors who refused to participate in the 
cost depository and tender control combine, 
named ut the indictment as the Associated 
Plumbing and Heating Merchants of Seattle, 
were eliminated from business by refusing 
them union labour, it was charged. 

The indictment said, in effect, that indi- 
viduals needing plumbing repairs or new in- 
stallatiovs were forced to buy materials 
approved by the combine and unions at 
prices fixed by the combine and were forced 
to have the work done by a contractor- 
member. It added that contractors who be- 
longed to the system but submitted below- 
average tenders were forced to withdraw 
entirely or submit a higher tender. De- 
fendants also were accused of coercing, by 
threat of boycott, national marfufacturers and 
jobbers into refusing to sell equipment to 
contractors not members of the system.

The heating indictment charged a labour 
union conspiracy to compel the installation 
by union members of furnaces and air-cort- 
ditioning equipment made in factories with 
the label of a union with which the 
defendant union was affiliated.

GENERAL: The Church House, Westminster, was 
opened’ on Monday afternoon as “ 
varied and manifold activities of the Church.” It 
has been designed by Sir Herbert Baker, K.C.I.E., 
R.A., and Mr. A. T. Scott, F.R.I.B.A., and marks the 
completion of a fifty-year-old scheme due in the first 
instance to Archbishop Benson, Bishop Harvey 
Goodwin, and Mr. Henry Hoare, who, in 1890, com- 
missioned Sir Arthur Blomfield to design a central 
legislature and business house for the Church of 
England. The cost of this was to be defrayed by 
public subscription, and a portion of the building was 
in fact erected. A sum was collected sufficient to 


buy the site on which the new building stands, ~ 


although some of the leases were not due to expire 
for nearly fifty years. 

The experience’ gained in the uncompleted scheme 
of Sir Arthur Blomfield has been of great value to the 
Council of the Church House in creating the present 
highly complicated piece of mechanism. The method 
of the Council, which found expression in Sir Arthur 
Blomfield’s plan, of raising money by public sub- 
scription, has been abandoned, and the financial 
and administrative skill of some of the great laymen 
of the Church has been employed to erect.a building 
which would produce a large annual income. 

Purpose: The building has three main purposes. 
It is to be the Parliament of the Church of England ; 
the Church Assembly, Convocation of Canterbury 
and other great Church assemblies will find within 
its walls rooms worthy of their work and history ; 
and all necessary offices ancillary to these legislative 
processes are there conveniently arranged. 

An excellently produced booklet, ‘The Church 
House: Its Art and Symbolism,” has been issued 
simultaneously with the opening, prepared largely 
by Sir Herbert Baker, R.A. After describing the

symbolism, heraldry and art motifs which find part 
in the structure, Sir Herbert states : 

The general style of the building was determined 
by the desire not to depart too far from the sombre 
yet familiar face of the old Dean’s Yard. A greyish 
tone therefore pervades the red brickwork: the 
ground floor has arch-headed windows as of old; 
as have also the four big windows of the Chapel, 
which is partly over the archway of the new gateway 
into. Tufton-street. One change from the old building 
is the flint-work facing to the walls, here as well as 
to those of the three other ground floor storeys of the 
building. Flint-work was chosen not only for a 
strong looking and rich base to the high super- 
structure, but also for its durability and cleanliness. 

The other changes are the arched portico and the 
open stone balustrade which takes the place of the 
old forbidding iron railing, and links the walls with 
the stonework of, the terrace. The terrace, rebuilt 
with its old stones from the older Abbey building, 
gives, as a second base, strength and dignity to the 
facade. At the east end, beyond the gateway, with 
the Chapel and Library over it, the front returns, 
being joined to and supported by the new building 
for a Westminster School House. Thus a sense is 
gained of unity with the buildings of the Precincts 
which they had in medizval days. 

The fenestration of the three fronts facing the public 
streets, which are let for offices, shops and such 
purposes, is treated very simply with sash windows 
above the flint-faced lower storey. But where the big 
rooms of the Church House reveal themselves on the 
outside, the Hoare Memorial Hall in Great Smith- 
street and the Convocation Hall in Tufton-street, 
distinct expression to them is given by stone-mul- 
lioned windows. Along part of Tufton-street the 
windowless wall of the upper part of the heating 
chamber gives a high solid base of flint-work, where 
the masons have shown their greatest skill. It is

here that the old moulded stones found 
in the mud of the Abbey ditch have 
been built as bondstones connecting 
the flints to the core of the wall behind. 
They probably belonged to the 14th- 
century Dormitory or the Gatehouse 
and Mill, foundations of which, as well 
as the abutments of the old bridge 
over the ditch, were found. 

Modern buildings with their neces- 
sary lift headgear are apt to present to 
the distant view very ugly sky-lines 
above the roof; but care has been 
taken to make these as seemly as 
possible.. The floors throughout being 
of flat slabs and straight beams of 
concrete, a flat plaster treatment of i 
the ceilings was demanded ; a curved 
cove only is added in better rooms to 
soften the light and to avoid dark 
corners. The same practical as well 
as esthetic demands determined the 
circular ceilings, groined at inter- 
sections, to the ambulatory and some 
of the principal corridors. 

There are two exceptions to the F 
general flat treatment of the ceilings : : 
one is the Chapel, where the zxsthetic 
form as well as the practical effect of 
lighting both by day and night are all 
important. The groined elliptical

Tue Rural District of Easington, in common 
with other local authorities, vas at the 
beginning of the war actively engaged on 
rehousing works. At the Ministry of Health’s 
suggestion only houses which had reached a 
certain stage in construction could be com- 
pleted, and this programme is therefore being 
carried out, although under difficulties due to 
shortage of certain materials, the principal one 
being timber. 

This matter was explained to the Council 
by the Engineer and Surveyor, Mr. C. W. 
Clarke, F.I.A.S., L.M.1.A.A., and after dis- 
cussion he was requested to prepare a scheme 
with a view te eliminating all materials which 
are at present unobtainable or nearly sc, and 
at the same time endeavour to retain the 
cosiness of the usual type of peace-time house. 

After corsidering the matter in all its 
aspects it was decided to deviate from the 
usual two-storey buildings wit pitched roofs 
and substitute single-storey houses, one-, two-, 
three- and four-bedroomed, with living-room, 
scullery, bathroom and the usual offices. 

By so doing it was possible to eliminate the 
use of timber to the roofs, first floor and also 
the staircases. These new types have, of 
course, a larger area and a longer frontage, 
but offset against this is the fact that the 
land in a rural district is cheaper to purchase 
than in a town area. Road costs are in- 
creased, but with careful and straightforward 
planning it is possible to cut these to an 
economic minimum. 

The accompanying plans were therefore 
evolved, and the following suggested mate- 
rials, it is claimed, can be utilised with good 
effect and economy of labour. 

Floors of the living-rooms, halls and bed- 
rooms will be formed of hardcore and concrete, 
with red quarry tiles on cement screed or with

a bitumen-impregnated magnesite type of 
floor $ in. thick laid in two coats, on spade- 
finished concrete. The bathrooms, sculleries 
and out-offices will, as carried out in present 
schemes, have concrete floors finished with 
j-in. grano, with cement and sand cove and 
skirting. 

Windows are to be of steel of standard 
cottage section built directly into the brick- 
work without wood frames. Door frames, 
both internal and extarnal, will be of pressed 
steel, and if it is not possible to obtain wood 
doors, pressed-steel doors can be substituted. 

The roofs will be flat, formed of either 
hollow reinforced type of asbestos slabs, or 
pre-cast concrete units, covered with 3 in. rock 
asphalt on cement screed laid to fall and with 
the undérside skimmed with hard plaster to 
form a ceiling. Insulation will be formed 
by the use of these hollow units. It should 
also be noted that the main roofs require no 


shuttering and can, if required, be laid by 
unskilled labour. 

The roofs to the out-offices will be formed 
of 35 in. of concrete, suitably waterproofed 
and, as will be seer, will not require any 
form of steel reinforcement due to the small 
span. 

Electric conduit tubing can be run inside 
the slabs, whether they are in asbestos or 
concrete, or wall-bracket t:pe of lights may 
be substituted as an alternative. 

The copings to parapets, window hoods and 
cills, and door hoods will be pre-cast concrete 
and be made either by the Countcii’s own 
direct. labour staff in the concrete workshops, 
or be supplied by a specialist firm. 

With regard to other items, including finish- 
ings, it is suggested that rainwater pipes, 
hopper heads, vent pipes and draining boards 
be in asbestos, internal window ciils formed 
with quarry tiles and skirtings run it cement

and sand with a suitable easy cleaning cove 
to the floor and wail junctions. Picture-rails, 
as known, will be eliminated and four patera 
blocks will be. fixed to living-room walls to 
accommodate small hooks. ‘There will be no 
picture-rails to- bedrooms. 

With the use of asbestos pipes and fittings 
the need for pairfting is dispensed with and 
the maintenance costs are negligicle. 

It is interesting to note that a proposal is 
also being suggested to the Ministry of Health 
to allow (1) the installation of a small shower 
over the head of the bath, or (2) the substi- 
tution of a shower in lieu of a bath in some 
cases to suit the particular needs of tenants. 

All walls, external arfd internal, will be in 
brick, and in all probability the bricks will be 
from local yards and will be either clay or 
pressed type. If hardwood w.c. seats are 


unobtainable, pressed bakelite will be sub- 
stituted. 

It is suggested that the front boundaries 
to houses be built of 9-in. brickwork in the 
form of a dwarf wall with openings only if 
wood gates are unobtainable. Divisions be- 
tween houses will be formed of privet or 
lonicera nitida hedging and rear division's, and 
boundary fences will be either in concrete 
posts or galvanised wire, or posts and some 
form of galvanised chain link. 

Generally, therefore, the position is that the 
use of timber has been eliminated as far as 
vossible, and the scheme is being submitted 
to the Minister of Health for his approval so 
as to proceed in a small way with the re- 
housing programme and also help to keep a 
portion of the Council's direct labour staff in 
employment. 
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COMPENSATION : 
WAR-TIME PROBLEMS—Il.

Ir has been stated already (1) that when 
the Crown takes possession of premises, com- 
pensation is payable (quarterly), as by way of 
rent in arrears, to the person who would have 
been in occupation if the Crown had not 
taker possession ; (2) that the cost of making. 
good any damage is payable to the owner of 
the land, etc., when again’ given possession 
of it—i.e., when the Crown gives it up; 
(5) that expenses due to giving up occupation 
are payable at the time they are incurred 
and to the person who incurred them; and 
(4) that compensation for terfant-right (that 
is, the right of quiet enjoyment in the terms- 
of the tenancy which every tenant possesses 
in virtue of the tenancy) is payable to the 
occupier when possession is taken by the 
Crown. 

In all cases the liability for payment of 
rates is transferred to the Crown from the 
time of first occupation by the Crown. 

Section 2. of the Compensation (Défence) 
Act, 1939, determines the method by which: 
a compensation rentai is to be arrived at. In 
general, the net annual value is taken as the 
basis. This is arrived at by taking into 
account the gross value, which is the annual 
rent which a tenant might reasonably have 
expected, taking one year with another, to 
pay for a hereditament, if the tenant under- 
took to pay all usual tenaut’s rates and 
taxes, and if the landlord undertook to bear 
the cost of the repairs and insurance and the’ 
other expenses, if any, necessary to maintain 
the hereditament in a state to command that 
rent. 

The rental value of a dwelling-house, 
whether owner-occupied or let, presents no 
difficulty. But when the premises. involved 
are business or commercial premises, the matter’ 
justly rfeeds more consideration. For example, 
it often occurs that the sitting-tenant has, 
by his own business capability and energy, 
made the annual value to himself of his occu- 
pation of the premises far beyond the amount 
he pays by way of rent under the tenancy 
agreement. In fact, he would in many 
instances be willing to pay an increased rental 
rather than submit to the disturbance and 
loss he must necessarily suffer by transferring: 
his business to other premises. So that, also, 
these circumstances should be considered in 
calculating the amount which should be 
claimed as compensation. 

Since the Crown, on taking possession of 
premises, dues so under the equivalent of a 
full repairirfg lease and accepts liabilities: 
usually laid on a tenant by covenants in such 
a lease—as to fair wear and tear, for instance 
—it follows that owners of property whick 
the Crown might possibly requisition would’ 
be well advised to take stock of their pre- 
mises at once, so that the state of repair of 
their property is recorded in advance. 

Provision is also made under the Act for 
the hearing of disputes regarding compensa- 
tion by a Tribunal (see Sections 7, 8 and 9). 
Such a Tribunal has power to appoint an 
expert, or experts, to report on any matters’ 
material to the evidence at the hearing. No 
doubt raany of our readers will be called on 
to function in this way, or even to act upon’ 
the Tribunal itself.

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TYPE DESIGNS FOR 
SMALL HUTS 


WAR-TIME BUILDING BULLETIN No. 3. 


War-timE Building Bulletin No. 3 (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 1s.), just issued by 
the Building Research Station of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
has for its object the consideration of the hut 
type of building for which a big demand has 
arisen as a result of the war. ‘The details of 
huts to be used for different purposes may 
vary to some extent, but the general require- 
ments remait very similar in all cases, and 
it this Bulletin the normal Army living-hut 
has been taken as a basis. 

Certain requirements are demanded by 
planning, loads and working stresses, condi- 
tions of comfort such as heat insulation ard 
rain penetration, and the availability of mate- 
rials and labour. These are discussed in the 
first part of the Bulletin, and two tables are 
given, the first of which shows the estimated 
heat loss per hour for varying types of floors, 
walls and roofs; while the second shows the 
comparative total heat loss for huts erected 
from combinations of these components. 

Various types of construction for walls, 
floors and roofs are then discussed, mainly 
with the idea of eliminating steel and timber 
to as great an extent as possible. Tables are 
given to show the advantages and difficulties 
of these different constructions. Roofs present 
the most difficult problem, since it is neces- 
sary to take account of the supporting struc- 
ture wher designing them. Drawings are 
given for nine different kinds of roof construc- 
tion using asbestos cement, hollow tiles, in 
sifu and pre-cast reinforced concrete, etc. 
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The aim of the Bulletin is to lay down cer- 
tain standards rather than to deal exhaus- 
tively with detail design. 

The Bulletin points out that in certain 
cases there may be difficulties at the time 
required in finding sufficient bricklaying 
labour, and it is then desirable to use methods 
of walling which can be erected with a 
minimum of skilled labour. As an example, 
a system which has been extensively used 
for housing, and one which has beer found 
quite workable and giverf satisfactory results, 
is the ‘‘ Fidler’’ system (see accompanying 
illustration). This consists of two layers of 
clinker concrete blocks, 24 in. thick, laid dry 
with flat metal spacers, the cavity between 
which is filled with 4 in. of poured concrete. 
The wall is rougncast externally. In _ prac- 
tice the slabs at the ‘comers of the walls may 
be erected’ and plumbed by bricklayers, after 
which unskilled labour can easily and rapidly 
fill in the intervening wailing- In houses the 
inner face would ordinarily receive a two- 
coat plaster finish, and for hutting a one coat 
plaster finish would probably suffice. It is 
understood that practical experience showed 
the system to be a little slower than brick- 
work, but when the unskilled labourers have 
got accustomed to the work, only 5 per cent. 
slower. The system was originally covered 
by a patent which has row lapsed. As 
originally developed the system calls for the 
use of approximately 15 owt. of steel or 
wrought-iron per hut m the metal spacers. 
Experiments are being made to see whether 
other types of tie could be used. Such 


alternatives may be possible either as similar 


ties of lighter weight or a different design 
which could be made removable and therefore 
used many times.

Plan for New Model Town. 

Ar the annual meeting of the National 
Federation of Housing Societies re- 
cently, it was reported with reference to 
the Federation’s scheme for the building 
of a new model industrial town that in- 
quiries were imstituted in the North- 
Eastern Distressed Area and in the Home 
Counties, and towards the end of the year 
it became clear that a Home Counties 
scheme might become a practical project.

AFTER THE WAR. 


A post-wak scheme of social reconstruc- 
tion, with special reference to the High- 
lands and Islands, was unfolded to In- 
verness Rotarians recently by the guest- 
speaker for the occasion, Mr. James E. 
Rhind, A.R.I.B.A., Dip.-Arch. (Aberdeen). 

After the war, said the speaker, we must, 
set our hands to develop fully our imperial 
and national resources for the benefit of all. 
The Government should set up a Permanent 
Town Planning Commission with full powers 
to acquire land within range of large cities, 
and there construct new towns and villages 
incorporating every improvement in planning 
and modern building technique. ; 

Town planning was now past the experi- 
mental stage, and many cities like London 
were suffering from fatty degeneration of 
their arteries, which were the trunk roads. 
In the case.of London, it was suggested some 
years ago to build 40 satellite towns of 
100,000 inhabitants each, within a fifty-mile 
radius of Charing Cross, this number not to 
be exceeded by statute. Think how this 
would have helped evacuation, or even 
rendered it unnecessary. We did not, in 
this country at least, believe in_ dictator 
methods, and our Parliament could give us 
all the power and law required to carry out 
any policy agreed upon. The science of 
modern town-planning laid down the proper 
allocation for civic, shopping, residential, and 
factory areas. Railway stations, aerodromes, 
playing fields and other services were also 
conveniently sited. The present appalling 
destruction of child life on the roads would 
be reduced to a minimum, for children would 
then have safe gardens set aside to play in, 
instead of dangerous streets, which, in many 
cases, were all that was available to-day. 
Beautiful buildings would in time induce civic 
pride, and there would be proper disposition 
for cultural pursuits by the provision of an 
art gallery, museum, and pyblic library in 
every town, possibly set in an adjacent park, 
surrounded by well-kept lawns and foliage. 
Town-planning was now a definite art, linked 
up with architecture, engineering, and land- 
scape design. Industrial sites would develop 
along natural lines, with plenty of room for 
expansion. Schools would have proper aspect, 
ample sunlight, and near-by playing fields. 

Natural features and buildings of archeo- 
logical interest would be incorporated in the 
design and preserved. All town-planning 
experts, such as Sir Raymond Unwin, con- 
demned flats for the working classes (and 
this applied to others also) as detrimental to 
social and child life. For family and com- 
munal life the ideal dwelling was either semi- 
detached, blocks of four, or maximum blocks 
of eight cottages with a garden attached to 
each. Houses must be built up to a standard 
and not skinned down to a price. 

All this showed the urgent importance to 
the very life of the nation of a bold, forceful, 
and imaginative policy of town-planning lead- 
ing to the final extinction of the slums, and 
_ an adequate supply of livable houses for the 
mass of the population. This was a definite 
task for the architect and engineer working 
under State control, employing all the best 
brains available, but to leave so much of this 
to private enterprise was sheer lack of 
responsibility. 

The speculator had been making an unjust 
profit out of the life-blood of the nation. The 
building societies could greatly help matters 
by insisting on the compulsory employment 
of an architect when a client wished to build 
a house. In many cases the house was built 
from any old plan without proper details and 
specification. 

The transport system required further de- 
velopment, and new roads and bridges were 
urgently required. These should be a national 
charge, and the Highlands of Scotland would 
surely demand more of these essential facili- 
ties. At present the Highlands were very 
poorly served with railways, and on the roads 
expensive ferries hamstrung the communica- 
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tions. Bridges must be built at those points, 
and all tolls abolished. Air services were of 
vital importance to the outlying districts of 
the Highlands and Western Isles, and more 
aerodromes were required at suitable sites. 

The Caledonian Canal should be widened 
and give work and prosperity to all Scotland, 
and the Highlands in particular. Inverness 
would then become a great seaport, and 
Atlantic liners would find a new route to 
and from the continent of Europe. Inverness 
was in the central geographical position of 
Scotland, and therefore the true capital. Let 
a university be built there and spread Celtic 
culture in every land. 

To carry out this essential social recon- 
struction scheme after the war, he would 
advocate raising a Peace and Reconstruction 
Loan of £1,000,000,000, and the work accom- 
plished would be the finest investment the 
country ever made. Let the golden age of 
architecture and building then begin. 


OFFICIAL NOTIFICATIONS 


RESTRICTION ON ENGAGEMENT ORDER. 

The Restriction on Engagement Order, 
which was made by the Minister of Labour 
and National Service last Wednesday, came 
into force on Monday, June 10. This Order 
will have, broadly speaking, the following 
effect :— 

As from June 10, no employer in the build- 
ing industry, the civil engineering contracting 
industry or the general engineering industry, 
may engage a worker or seek to engage one, 
except by notifying particulars of the vacancy 
to the Local Office of the Ministry. Similarly, 
all workers in such industries will, in future, 
obtain work in their trade only by applying 
at a Local Office of the Ministry. In both 
cases Trade Union arrangements approved by 
the Minister may be substituted for the Local 
Office of the Ministry. It follows, of course, 
that unauthorised advertisements or ‘‘ poach- 
ing ’’ of workers in these industries will be 
illegal. It will not be illegal for employers 
to re-engage workers who were last employed 
by them at some date not more than fourteen 
days before the date of the re-engagement. 
All workers in the industries are concerned 
except managers, salesmen, clerks and 
domestic workers. All who are concerned are 
advised to make themselves acquainted with 
the Order and in any case of doubt to consult 
the Employment Exchange service. 

There are severe penalties for infringements 
of the Order, which is necessary in order to 
secure the best use of the country’s labour 
supply for war purposes. 

The Order assigns to the words “ building 
industry ’’ the meanings (1) the construction, 
alteration, repair, decoration or demolition of 
buildings; (2) any processes and operations 
incidental to any of the aforesaid activities 
when performed in an undertaking engaged 
in any such activities; and (3) the manufac- 
ture of any fittings of a kind commonly made 
in builders’ workshops or yards, 

Provided that the expression ‘‘ building 
industry ’’ does not include any of the activi- 
ties mentioned under (1), (2) or (3) when 
carried on by an undertaking engaged in but 
not wholly or mainly devoted to the carrying 
on of any such activities unless such activi- 
ties are carried on in a separate branch, 
department or other part of the undertaking, 
being a branch, department or other part 
which is itself wholly or mainly devoted to 
the carrying on of any such activities as 
aforesaid for persons or undertakings (other 
than the undertaking of which it forms part) 
entering into contracts with it or with the 
said undertaking.

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BUILDING - RESEARCH 


BOARD’S REPORT FOR 1939. 


THE ‘‘Report of the Building Research Boar: 
for the year 1939,’’ just published by H.M. 
Stationery Office (price 1s.), points out three 
of the ways in which the Station is helping 
the industry in the present emergency, namely 
(1) by supplying technical information rele. 
vant to a point at issue; (2) by carrying ou: 
investigations of new materials or methods of 
construction; and (3) by undertaking genera! 
investigations which may be necessary on the 
more economical use of materials, the use ot 
alternative materials, or the possible use of 
materials at present waste. Such work is now 
being actively pursued by the Building Re- 
search Station, the result being given in « 
series of War-time Building Bulletins, the 
first two of which have appeared. At the 
same time the general work of the Station 1s 
continuing as far as is consistent with war 
needs. 

This includes investigations on : Materials 
—building stone (the cleaning of buildings), 
effects of lime in fired clay products, sand. 
lime bricks, the properties of porous bodies, 
asphalt and bitumen, cements, cast concrete 
products, the utilisation of blast furnace slag, 
the action of sea water on reinforced concrete, 
limes and plasters, paint; Structures and 
Strength of Materials—concrete, fatigue of 
cement mortars, B.S.S. for load-bearing con- 
crete and masonry, fire-resistance of structural 
elements, investigation on bridges, wave pres- 
sures on breakwaters, wind pressures on 
buildings, soil mechanics; Hfficiency of Build- 
ings from the Standpoint of the User—heat- 
ing research, ventilation research, illumina- 
tion —_ research, acoustics and sound 
transmission; Special Investigations and 
Information—bricks and brickwork, cement 
and concrete, glass masonry, plaster boards, 
renderings, steel sheeting in house construc- 
tion.

Frost Damage to Concrete: Moneys 
Withheld. 

Sir,—J am in business on my own account 
and recently contracted to lay a concrete 
drive screeded-finished, approximately 70 ft. 
long by 7ft. bin. wide. This was in due 
course laid, but some days after laying the 
frost caused the surface of a section of this 
drive, about 17 ft. long, to flake. I agreed to 
hack off the surface of the affected part and 
trowel on about lin. of sand and cement, 
and my client suggested that if he met the 
cost of extra materials I might go over the 
whole area, i.e., the affected and also un- 
affected surfaces in this manner. This I did, 
but unfortunately, some three days after com- 
pleting, the frost again was very heavy over- 
night, and now the whole of the surface has 
flaked and become pitted. I have admitted 
liability for the 17 ft. first affected, but deny 
that the whole is my liability inasmuch as the 
work was originally in order and in accord- 
ance with my specification and estimate. 

My client is withholding certain moneys. 
so I shall be glad of advice on my position. 

A correspondent writes as follows :— 

Querist has admitted liability for 17 ft. of 
the concrete drive, and states that, but for 
the additional work done to the remainder, 
which now is defective owing to frost, this 
portion was first done satisfactorily. As to 
the last length of 53ft., his client must be 
reasonable in the circumstances; and, if he 
is withholding certain moneys’ thereon. 
querist must sue for them—after having 
made good the 17ft. length. There is no 
other way of dealing with the matter if it 
cannot be settled amicably.

ELECTRICITY COMMISSIONERS AND 
PROPOSED EXTENSION OF CORPORA- 
TION’S GENERATING STATION. 


Kine’s Bencn DivisionaL Court. 


Before the Lorp CHIEF JUSTICE AND JUSTICES 
CHARLES and HuMPHREYs. 


The King v. the Electricity Commissioners 
(ex parte the Chester Corporation). 

This case came before the Court on Rules 
nisi, which had been obtained on behalf of 
the Chester Corporation, calling upon the 
Commissioners (1) to hear and determine 
according to law an application of permis- 
sion to extend the Corporation’s generating 
station at Queen’s Ferry, and (2) to quash a 
decision of the Commissioners in August, 
1938, refusing their consent to the extension. 

Mr. Montgomery, K.C., for the Corporation, 
said that the legal question turned upon 
whether Section 13 of the Electricity Act, 
1922, was implicitly repealed by Section 18 
of the Electricity Act, 1926. Section 13 of the 
Act of 1922 said the Commissioners could 
consent to the extension of an electricity 
undertaking if it were proved that the under- 
takers could supply an adequate and regular 
service at a cost not greater than that of a 
supply from some other available source or 
unless the Commissioners considered it was 
not necessary in the general interests for the 
supply of the district. All the necessary facts 
were found in favour of the Corporation when 
the inquiry was held. The Act of 1926 estab- 
lished the grid system of electric supply, and 
the contention of the Commissioners was that 
the grid being a scheme under the Act it was 
a matter to be taken into consideration when 
dealing with the Corporation’s application to 
extend their existing station. 

The submission of the Corporation was that 
the Act of 1926 did not repeal the earlier one 
and that the Commissioners in, refusing their 
consent to the Corporation’s application had 
acted without jurisdiction and had wrongfully 


exercised their powers, because there was no 


evidence on which they might refuse their 
consent. 

The Attorney-General (Sir D. Somervell, 
K.C.), having on behalf of the Commissioners 
supported their decision, 

The Court dismissed the Corporation’s 
application, with costs, and discharged the 
Rules in question, holding that in the cir- 
cumstances the Commissioners had come to a 
proper conclusion. 


SALE OF BUNGALOW WHICH WAS 
DAMP. 


Kine’s Bencw Ditvision. 
Before Mr. Justice OLIVER. 


Buckland-Evers v. Hall. 

This was an action brought by Mr. Sydney 
William Buckland-Evers, of Montrose, Mar- 
daley-avenue, Mardaley Hill, Welwyn, to 
recover from the defendant, Mrs. Violet 
Evaline Hall, of Clacton-road, Weeley, Essex, 
damages for alleged fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tion and/or damages for breach of warranty. 

The plaintiff alleged that he bought from 
the defendant a bungalow called ‘“‘ Lamorna,”’ 
in Watton-road, Knebworth, after he had been 
told that it was not damp. His case was that 
he told the defendant that he had been advised 
to move so as to avoid damp and that she 
represented there had never beer any damp- 
ness either in ‘“‘ Lamorna”’ or an adjoining 
bungalow. After he had bought the bungalow 
he had to move out of it because of its 
dampness. 

Mr. Holroyd Pearce appeared for the plain- 
tiff; and Mr. Gordon Alchin for the defendant. 

Mr. Pearce said there was a long history of 
dampness int ‘‘ Lamorna,’’ and the previous 
tenants had left because of it. Dampness was 
noticed by the plaintiff and his wife shortly 
after they moved into the bungalow. 

In the defence to the action it was pleaded 
that defendant and her husband honestly be- 
lieved that what they told the plaintiff was 
true. Defendartt also said that the plaintiff 
did not rely upon any representations, if they 
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were made, but relied entirely upon the 
examination and advice of a person who 
inspected the bungalow for him. 

After hearing the evidence, his lordship, in 
giving judgmentt, said as a result of negotia- 
tions which took place in August, 1938, the 
plaintiff bought the bungalow from the 
defendant for £612. He contended that he 
was told that the bungalow was dry when the 
defendant knew it was not, and that had he 
known of the true conditior of the bungalow 
he would riot have bought it. Plaintiff also 
claimed that during the course of negotiations 
a warranty was entered into, and that if 
he was not entitled to succeed on the allega- 
tion of fraud he was entitled to succeed on 
warranty. 

The question was whether the condition of 
the bungalow was misrepresented to the plain- 
tiff, and he (the judge) had not the slightest 
doubt that plaintiff bought the bungalow on 
the faith of the representation made to him. 

“* Sorry as I am to have to take the respon- 
sibility of finding fraud, I must come to the 
conclusion that a case of fraud has been made 
out.’’ declared his lordship. 

He found also that there was a breach of 
warranty. 

The evidence had satisfied him that the 
burfgalow could be made dry again, and in all 
the circumstances he assessed the general 
damages at £50 so far as repairs were con- 
cerned. Special damages had been agreed. and 
in all he awarded Mr. Buckland-Evers 
£87 10s.. for which amount there would be 
judgment with costs on the High Court scale. 

His Jordship granted a stay of execution 
vending a possible appeal by Mrs. Hall, the 
defendant. 


ALLEGED REDUCTION OF VALUE OF 
PREMISES FOR RATING CAUSED BY WAR 
CONDITIONS. 

Kine’s Bencn Divisronat Court. 


Before the Lorp Cuter Justice and Justices 
CHARLES and HumMpHREys. 


Rex v. the Westminster Assessment Com- 
mittee (ex parte the Trustees of the Junior 
Carlton Club). 

This was an application by the Trustees and 
Committee of the Junior Carlton Club, Pall 
Mall, S.W., for an order of mandamus call- 
ing upon the Assessment Committee for the 
City of Westminster to hear and determine 
according to law an objection made by the 
applicants to a provisional valuation list made 
by the rating authority for the City on 
October 28, 1939, or, alternatively, to restore 
the Club premises to the provisional valua- 
tion list as reduced in value. The applicants 
also applied for a writ of certiorari for the 
purpose of bringing up and quashing an Order 

of the Assessment Committee. 

In October, 1939, the then existing valua- 
tion of the Club premises was £10,800 gross, 
and £8,997 net, and the ground put forward 
for the reduction of the valuation was that 
the value of the Club premises had been 
reduced owing to general war dislocation, and, 
in particular, to the petrol and lighting 
regulations and to the restriction on enter- 
tainments. Since the outbreak of the war 
there had been a considerable decline in the 
receipts of the Club and a reduction in the 
membership. 

The rating authority held that the restric- 
tions referred to were too general to con- 
stitute a ‘‘ cause”’ within Section 47 of the 
Valuation (Metropolis) Act, 1869, and that 
no ground had been shown for entering the 
Club premises in a provisional list at a re- 
duced value. They accordingly inserted the 
premises in a provisional valuation list at the 
existing value and refused to entertain the 
objection that that value was excessive. 


At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Court dismissed both applications with costs. 

The Lord Chief Justice, in giving judg- 
ment, said that the Assessment Committee 
had properly come to the conclusion that the 
cause of the reduction in the value of the 
Club premises was not an individual matter, 
but was a general consequence of the war, 
its incidents being universal. 
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The other members of the Court concurred. 

Mr. N. L. C. Macaskie, K.C., and Mr. M. 
Rowe appeared for the applicants, and Mr. 
R. M. Montgomery, K.C., and Mr. R. 
Etherton for the Westminster Assessment 
Committee. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


The ‘‘ Estates Gazette ’’ Digest of Cases (and 
Arbitrations), 1939. Compiled and 
edited by C. Witutam SkinNER, Barrister- 
at-Law. (London: Estates Gazette, Ltd.) 
Price 16s. 6d. 

This is the current annual digest of cases 
and arbitrations dealing with property law 
and such matters as the compulsory acquisi- 
tion of land, claims by and against agents 
and architects, restrictive covenants, restric- 
tion of ribbon development, and other similar 
matters. Many of the cases deal with 
decisions under the Emergency Legislation. 
The book is a useful addition to the pro- 
fessional man’s library of property-law books, 
and the editor has done his work with com- 
petence and discretion. The topics ‘are dealt 
with under appropriate headings, and a full 
index adds to the merits of the book. It can 
be recommended as a leading compilation of 
its kirfd. 


The Sanitary Inspectors’ Handbook. A manual 
for Sanitary Inspectors and other Public 
Health Officers. By Henry H. Cray, 
F.R.San.L., F.1.8.E., Fellow of the Sanitary 
Inspectors’ Association. Fourth Edition. 
(London: H. K. Lewis and Co., Ltd.) 
Price 17s. 6d. 

This book sets forth in about 500 pages as 
much as can be contained of this technical 
material within the covers of one book. For 
sanitary inspectors it is indispensable, and for 
architects, surveyors and builders it is a veri- 
table mine of information. For students also 
it can be thoroughly recommended. A very 
useful summary is contained of the evolution 
of public health law, and other chapters which 
will be useful to architects and builders are 
those dealing with Nuisances, Smoke Abate- 
ment, Offensive Trades, Inspection of Pre- 
mises, Housing and the Housing Acts, The 
Hygiene of Building, Lighting of Rooms, 
Water Supply, Drainage, Sewage and Refuse 
Disposal, Ventilation, Heating, Factories and 
Workshops and Vital Statistics. 

The book is well bound and printed and 
contains a full index. Each chapter begins 
with an outline of its subject, and the sketches 
and diagrams, numbering nearly 500, are 
clear and useful. Wherever it has been 
possible to test the information given the work 
has proved to be accurate, precise and easily 
understood.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Westminster Hall Roof. 

Caprain GraHAM asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Home Security, 
as representing the First Commissioner of 
Works, whether he could assure the House 
that, in view of its unique value as a national 
historical monument, every practical step 
had been taken to safeguard as far as possible 
from the risks of air-raid attack the six- 
century-old wooden roof of Westminster Hall. 

Mr. MasaneE said there were rio practicable 
protective measures which could be taken 
to safeguard the roof of Westminster Hall 
from the risk of damage by air-raid attack. 
There were adequate fire-fighting appliances 
in the immediate vicinity and, in the event of 
damage, such aid as was possible would be 
given by the fire-fighting staff pending the 
arrival of the fire brigade. 

Caprain Granam asked if the Minister had 
considered the use of non-inflammable paint 
and also a’ metal trellis-work which would 
deflect bombs from the roof. 

Mr. Masane said he was informed tnat non- 
inflammable paint would not impregnate the 
wood effectively. In any case, the oak of 
which the roof is constructed was not easily 
inflammable.

BUILDING CONTRACTS 


WAR DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 


Tue Ministry of Health has issued the fol- 
lowing Memorandum (114 26) to Housing 
Authorities and County Councils in England 
and Wales :— 


BuitpiInc Works CONTRACTS. 


The building contracts enliered into by local 
authorities since the war will no doubt have 
followed generally as regards war risks the 
lines of Clause No. 13 included in the Model 
Form of Contract for Emergency Work which 
was serft to local authorities by the Ministry 
oi Home Security and to which reference was 
made in the Memorandum 11a 16 from this 
Department dated December 28, 1939. In 
contracts in which such provision is made the 
local authority undertakes liability for loss 
or damage by war to the works and to mate- 
rials on the site for incorporation in the work. 
Temporary buildings, plant, scaffolding and 
equipment provided by the contractor are ex- 
cluded, and, in order to avoid any misappre- 
hension, it should be explained that the fact 
that such property is temporarily vested in the 
local authority will not exclude it from the 
Government Compersation Scheme, under 
which it is anticipated that some degree of 
compensation will be payable at the conclu- 
sion of hostilities, and contractors who 
inquire as to the position may be so informed. 
Accordingly, if any of the temporary build- 
ings, plant, scaffolding and equipment pro- 
vided by the corftractor, whilst on the site, 
is lost or damaged by war, he should be 
advised at once to record details on Form 
V.0.W.1, and to forward it to the District 
Valuer. It would be helpful if at the same 
time the officer of the local authority who 1s 
superintending the contract would complete, 
and forward to the District Valuer, Form 
V.0.W.8A immediately the loss or damage 
occurs and would afford him every assistance 
to assess the value of the loss or damage. 
Copies of Form V.0.W.8A «an be obtained 
from Regional Offices of the Ministry wher 
required. 


Returns as To War Damace to Property. 
In Circular 1811, dated June 8, 1933, housing 
authorities were requested to furnish returns 
of war damage to property in their areas on 
Form W.D.P.1 (Parts I-III). It is desired 
that these returns should include not only 
damage caused ‘‘ by enemy action”? as men- 
tioned in the Circular, but also damage caused 
in combating the enemy, in repelling an 
imagined attack by the enemy, or by measures 
taken to avoid the spreading of the conse- 
quences of such damage. 
_ This opportunity is taken of drawing atten- 
tion to the importance of the prompt sub- 
mission of these returns. ‘The information 
furnished in the returns will be of great value 
to the Departments concerned, and their use- 
fulness will be much enhanced if they are 
promptly submitted. It is appreciated that 
on some occasions their compilation might 
have to be carried out in difficult circum- 
stances and the collection of the data for 
inclusion in the returns might occupy a con- 
siderable time. It will, however, be helpful 
if provisional and approximate returns only 
can be furnished in such circumstances (in 
advance of .a fuller return) as soon as the 
material is available. 


GOVERNMENT’S SCHEME OF COMPENSATION FOR 
War Damace To Property. 


Supplies of the forms of Claim (V.0.W.1) 
for use by. intending applicants under this 
scheme were sent to local authorities in Sep- 
tember last. Some local authorities have been 
in doubt as to the procedure to be followed 
where the value of the loss or damage docs 


not exceed £5, in view of the statement on — 


the form that no claim should be submitted 
in such cases. The intention is to exclude 
from compensation arfy case in which the total 
loss or damage sustained by a person during 
the war period does not exceed £5. Damage 
amounting to £5 or less may, however, be 
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increased by subsequent damage to the same 
property or to other property belonging to 
the same person, and in these circumstances 
it is desired that a form of claim should be 
given, on application, to arly person who has 
suffered damage, however small. If subse- 
quent damage occurs, a claim in respect of it 
should, of course, be made. 

It would be of great assistance if the posi- 
tion in this respect could be explained to 
intending claimants.
